Value of Native Troops Well Led.

'I'lie uneasiness felt in England with
regard to all'alrs in India lends nnieli
Interest to an article in the eitrrcit
number of Uluckwood's iintler the ti-

tle of "The Native Army ol lndl.i,"
says the Washington Star. The s. . e
of the army, its divisions, the soldiery
characteristics of the different tribes
represented, and the security of the
eomparatliely small number of Eng-
lishmen living in the country, all are
touched upon.

A comparison is made between the
conditions of forty years ago and the
conditions of today. In 183" there
".'tie in India :iH,000 British and :U8,-00- 0

native troops, the former handling
!i7 field guns, and the latter 248. 1 he
natives in arms then stood to
whites as ten to one, and ).rc j.
most equal ill tin InAtter of artillery.
Today the proportions, are 7.1,000 Brit-
ish with 88 batteries of artillery of six
guns each, anil, including the imperi-
al servfee troops, Hm.OOO natives and
II batteries. So that now the natives
in arms stand to the whites as only
2V, to I, while the artillery in ithe
hands of the natives is only one-sixt- h

of all in the country. It is' thus to be
seen that the whites in the time stated
have materially increased their pow-el- '.

They have likewise, this authoi
believes, greatly benefitted by the im-
provements that hnvo been made in
the management of Hie whole milita-
ry establishment of the colony, which
Jliive simplified the old arrangement
and Invested the wmmander in chief
with more nuthorlly.

A large meed of praise Js bestowed
upon the natives in arms. They are
described us good fighters and full ot
endurance. The Gurkhas, the Sikhs,
the Dogras, and other trihcM are men-
tioned by name, and instances are cit-
ed where in battle they proved them-
selves worthy to stand by the side ot
the pick of the British." Some have
dash, others patience, under fire, and
all have the qualities of closing with
an enemy whenever he appears.

lint, as this author holds, the na-
tives need to be led. "When placed in
a commanding position he lacks

the ready assumption of re-
sponsibility, the capacity for organi-
zation, the eagerness lo assume th
initiative, all of which are essential j

to a leader of men. This fact was the
secret. of the English success
against the Indian peoples while still
uncoiuiuered; it was equally the se-

cret of the failure of the Indian mu
tiny, and it is the seer et at once of the
strength and of the weakness of the
present military system.'

BRITISH AFRICAN EMPIRE.
The Paris Soleil thus concludes a

study of what it believes to be the
British ambition to found in Africa
an empire extending from Alexandria
to the Cape: "So lar, the Transvaal
and the Orange Free State have re-

sisted British absorption. But it is
certain that the two republics will
sooner or later be drawn into the orbit
of English domination undess thev
find in Europe powerful and effective
support. The dream of English im- -
penalism from the (ape to Alexandria
is no longer a chimera. It becomes a
reality. During the final years ot the
century, about to close England will
have succeeded' in carving out for
herself in Africa, from end to end of
the continent an empire of which the
power of production and consumption
will equal, if not exceed, in a near fu-

ture that of her Indian empire."
